Western powers will not accept

use. 


KICK IN TEETH? 


The U.S. delegation refused to 
concede that Valerian Zorin’s 
speech yesterday met the de- 
scription of ‘‘a kick in the teeth’’ 
given it by one Allied diplomat. 
Other Western diplomats not so 
deeply involved in optimism have 
been more candid. 


Jules Moch, head of the French 
delegation, told intimates he had 
never encountered Soviet position 
*‘so rigid’’ as that advanced by 
Zorin. Moch thought the Soviet 
position so intransigent that it 
would be a waste of time to seek 
possible loopholes in the Soviet 
delegate’s speech. 

This speech has occupied the 
U.S. delegation. It is comforted 
by the thought, perhaps illusory, 
that after weeks of patient dis- 
cussion no position could be so 
immovable as the one Zorin pre- 
sented to the subcommittee.

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Factional Squabbles 
Will Harm Schools 


The critical tone of Pete Latimer’s re- 
marks Monday to the Atlanta Rotary Club 
about Cfty School Superintendent Ira 
Jarrell and the outgoing board of educa- 
tion will do nothing to “restore public 
confidence” in the board, which he says is 
desirable and which he says now is lack- 
ing. 

If it signals the beginning of a running 
feud between the new board and the 
school administration, education faces a 
rough future here for the next three years. 

Mr. Latimer, recently re-elected to the 
board, is almost certain to become its 
chairman next year. 

While this newspaper has the highest 
regard for Mr. Latimer’s ability and in- 
tegrity, it did not support him in the 
recent campaign because it feared his 
election would result in a situation which 
would not be healthy for the schools. The 
speech Monday shows the reason for that 
fear. 

Certainly if the board and the super- 
intendent are to be constantly at odds, the 
school program will suffer. 

-~Miss Jarrell, whose contract expires 
in three years and who in the meantime 
will reach retirement age, has made a 
major contribution to Atlanta’s education 
system. Through the years she is 
bound to have displeased some people. But 
her valuable service has been and is rec- 
ognized and appreciated by the commu- 
nity and the school people as well. The 
new board and Mr. Latimer should not 
lose sight of that fact. 

Mr. Latimer said also that the new 
board should begin immediately to look 
for a successor to Miss Jarrell. What is 
wrong with Dr. Kenneth Williams, whom 
the board of which Mr. Latimer is a mem- 
ber brought to Atlanta for the specific 
purpose of grooming for the job? Are his 
qualifications less now than they were 
then? If so, why? 

If intense factionalism and constant 
squabbles are to be aired in public 
for the next three years, the Atlanta 
school system will pay the consequences. 
We cannot believe that the people of this 
community want that to happen. 

We hope it does not and that Mr. Lati- 
mer’s efforts will be directed toward keep- 
ing it from happening and also to carry- 
ing out the constructive parts of the pro- 
gram he outlined Monday.

Unless a compromise is reached, the 
fight on the civil rights bill in the Senate 
is slated to be one of the bitterest in his- 
tory. So bitter, in fact, that it will leave 
scars on this country which will be long 
in the healing. 

Russell’s desperate determination 
is not play-acting nor is it insincere. One 
of Congress’ most valuable men, the Geor- 
gian is staking his national stature and

From a purely political standpoint, the 
bill is aimed at dissecting the Democratic 
Party and weaning away the minority 
vote which is decisive in some states and 
many cities.

The court ruling now makes it neces- 
sary for federal investigators to violate

Lawson Should Reject 
Official H ighway Role 


Roger Lawson, who recently resigned 
as chairman of the State Highway Board 
as required by law, in order to run for 
governor in 1958, has been appointed to 
a new highway “advisory” job. 


The question which immediately will 
enter the mind of skeptical citizens is 
whether the resignation was a mere ges- 
ture to comply with the law. Will Mr. 
Lawson, in other words, continue to run 
the board and the highway department, 
even if without salary, for his own politi- 
cal advantage during the next 18 months? 

During the coming fiscal year, Georgia 
will spend and commit more money— 
state and federal—on its roads than in 
any other year in history. Will this be 
used as in the past in attempts to buy 
whole blocks of counties? 

Brazen use of taxpayers’ funds to buy 
elections through road contracts is an 
old story in Georgia. It has cost the state 
literally millions of dollars and has re- 
sulted in inferior roads. 

Granting Mr. Lawson's value to the 
road program in the past, his new ap- 
pointment gives rise to many questions 
and suspicions. It inevitably places the 
highway department in the middle of a 
primary election which is more than a 
year away. 

It makes the governor’s edict against 
“politicking” by state employes and his 
dismissal yesterday of Adj. Gen. George 
Hearn, presumably for backing the can- 
didacy of Lt. Gov. Ernest Vandiver, seem 
to be a cynical bit of business indeed. 

An unofficial temporary liaison in or- 
der to take advantage of Mr. Lawson’s 
working knowledge and experience would 
be acceptable—perhaps advantageous. But 
to continue his association with the de- 
partment in an official capacity is a bad 

The appointment under the circum- 
stances will benefit neither Mr. Lawson 
nor the highway department. If he is 
wise, he will reject it. 
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Vice Squad Must Have 


Sustained Cooperation 


The newly formed metropolitan vice 
squad, established at a meeting marked 
with harmony and other surprises, can be 
a giant step toward crushing the lottery 
racket and other evils in the Atlanta 
area.

Nevertheless, 
it is not a wand that can evaporate the 
criticisms of two grand juries nor lessen 
the importance of the aldermanic probe 
into the police department following the 
grand jury presentments. The aldermanic 
committee is off to a good start with the 
appointment of Hugh Dorsey Jr., who is 
highly competent and respected, as at- 
torney for the investigation. 

The vice squad itself can become a 
powerful instrument to convince the peo- 
ple that all is well with law enforcement 
in the metropolitan area. It can accom- 
plish that by compiling a solid record of 
achievement against lottery, bootlegging 
and any other vices that might exist. It 
cannot obtain such a goal without a sin- 
cere desire, backed by action, of the par- 
ticipating agencies for it to do so.

States Have Yet To Learn 
Lesson of Responsibility 


Twenty years ago this newspaper warned that much of the pressure 
building up behind New Deal proposals arose from the failure of states 
to meet the demands of their people for action. President Eisenhower 
in his speech to the Governors’ Conference pointed out that the same 
cause lies behind the continuing trend toward centralized government. 


Tactfully he reminded the gov- 
ernors that states’ responsibilities 
must go along with states’ rights. 
This fact can hardly be wunder- 
scored too often. 


And the President speaks with 
both knowledge and feeling. One 
of the deepest convictions he car- 
ried into the White House was a 
basic belief that government 
should be kept close to the people. 
But he has run hard up against 
situations in which federal action 
was demanded because the states 
were either unwilling or unable to 
answer a need felt by the people. 


Four years ago Congress pro- 
vided for a thoroughgoing study of 
the relations of the national and 
state governments. A _ distin- 
guished commission headed by 


Meyer Kestnbaum dug into the 


problem. Two years ago it made 
a fine report, with recommenda- 
tions for action, 


Eisenhower apparently feels 


that the time is now riper for en- 
listing popular support. Three of 
the fields dealt with in the Kestn- 
baum report he picked out for spe- 
cific mention to the governors. 


Schools are traditionally and 
especially a matter for local ac- 
tion. States license and tax both 
motor vehicles and their drivers, 
but have not adequately cooper- 
ated to establish uniform stand- 


ards and safety regulations. Nat- 
ural disasters sometimes spread 
beyond state borders or are more 


equably met on a wider basis, but 
too often the first thought is to 
run to Washington for help. 


This applies also to problems of 
slum clearance and urban re- 
newal. Here an extra factor 
enters. State legislatures are often 
apportioned in a way to give in- 
adequate representation to the 
cities; but nationally the big cities 
are very important, so they find 
sympathetic ears in Washington. 
This is only one of several weak- 
nesses in state government which 
foster centralized federal power. 

If states handled more of the 
public’s demands for services— 
such as schools and roads—bur- 
dens on federal taxes could be 
lightened. Likewise what Eisen- 
hower called the “freight charges’”’ 
on money sent to Washington, 
only to be brought back for dis- 
tribution in the states, could be 
saved. | 

We trust the states will respond 
to the President's proposal for a 
task force—a joint committee to 
get. action. For the danger Ei- 
senhower spoke of—that the states 
will become “powerless satel- 
lites’’—demands earnest and ur- 
gent attention,

While the ‘‘clean’’ bomb may not 
maim as many persons in a radius 
of several miles from its point of 
destruction because of the lack of 
radioactive fallout, it still is a 
bomb. It still is a weapon and it 
still can wipe out many thousands 
of human beings at a concentrated 
target. 

We should remember that cities, 
including men, women and chil- 
dren, were targets in World War 
ll. The wreckage of cities and 
towns, their gaunt skeletons of 
buildings with ghastly, gaping 
wounds, the rubble of steel and 
brick piled up two and three stor- 
ies high, the awful silence of ruin 
and emptiness—anyhody who saw 
that can never forget. 

Men in top places of power to- 
day are no different from the men 
in power in World War II who de- 
creed all that. Now, a decade later, 
it is hard for us to bring back our

vival and to recall how all of us, 
including our leaders, were swept 
into rationalization of anything 
necessary to win. 

We only have to look back. at 
where it carried us here in the 
United States in our effort to end 
the war with Japan quickly and 
thus save the lives of American 
soldiers which would have been 
lost in an invasion of Japan.

It’s pretty hard to count lightning bugs. You 


can't see them except when they flash and if you don’t watch out you'll 
find yourself counting the same bug twice. 


Anyway, there are not as many 
as there used to be and I have just 
figured out why. Out in the middle 
of the yard there is an iron ham- 
mock frame, where people swing 
a hammock sometimes in the mid- 
die of the day to take a sun bath. 


And every evening, just about 
the time the back yard falls in 
shadow, a small bird, blue-gray all 
over except for a little gray patch 
on his throat, comes and sits on 
the hammock frame. And as eve- 
ning darkens and the lightning 
bugs come out he darts through

He stays there, catching light- 
ning bugs for an hour or more, 
while all the other birds are al- 
ready going to their rest, singing 
their sleepy songs down in the 
woods.

the inch-worm, who lives on an oak 
leaf in the tree above my head. 
Every afternoon, at 14 minutes 
past 6, he falls out of the oak 
tree. He must unreel some invisi 
ble gossamer filament as he falls, 
for he always halts his descent

about two feet off the ground. Then 
he hangs there, resting, for about 
a minute and then begins the slow 
climb up again, bending his body 
in the form of a question mark, 
first to the left, then to the right, 
lifting himself upward about a six- 
teenth of an inch with every bend. 


It is one of the most amazing 
athletic feats you have ever wit- 
nessed. He falls about 20 feet, 
which is 240 inches, and since he 
is about an inch long that means 
he must lift himself 240 times his 
own height—the equivalent of a 
six-foot man climbing 1,440 feet up 
a cord no bigger than a fishing 
line. Guests who have not wit- 
nessed this phenomenon before are 


‘always willing to bet he'll never 


make it. But he always does, 
though the last few feet seem to 
take a lot out of him. 


The thing I can’t understand is 
this: Why does this worm fall out 
of the tree at exactly the same 
moment every afternoon? And 
what does he do with the filament 
he spins out as he falls? After he 
climbs back up, people go over 
and grope about in the air, trying 
to find thé gossamer thread that 
leads him back to his leaf, and 
there’s nothing there. Does he 
swallow it as he climbs? Or coil 
it up as he goes like a cowboy

Fatty Diet 
Still Much 
In Dispute 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Our high fat diet has been 
blamed for the increased number 
of heart attacks due to coronary 
thrombosis among Americans. 
Fat breaks down in the body 
into large molecules of choles- 
terol and other fatty substances 
that clings to the inner linings 
the arteries and lay the ground- 
work for arteriosclerosis. 

This is the background for the 
growing popularity of low fat 
menus, But too many individuals 
are going off the beam and de- 
priving themselves of the health 
promoting balanced diet. There 
is insufficient evidence to war- 
rant this wholesale condemnation 
of fat.

We soon learned, however, that 
a diet low in fat would do the 
same, which meant we could be 
more liberal with eggs and fish. 

The next switch came when 
it was demonstrated that the 
blood cholesterol level could) 
be lowered by adding certain) 
vegetable fats to our meals. The | 
most effective along this line 


were -peanut, cottonseed, corn, | 
and safflower oils. | 
Palm oil, lard, cocoa butter,’ 


and olive oil made the choles-| 
terol level rise but not as much | 
as did butter and coconut oil. | 


All this indicated that the quan-p 


tity is not as important as the 
quality and type of fat. 

This led to the theory that 
saturated fats, which are of ani- 
mal origina and solid ‘room 
temperature, are more harmful 
than unsaturated vegetable oils 
that are liquid at room tempera- 
ture. Then scientists decided that 
if both kinds were eaten at the 
same meal, the vegetable fats| 
would nullify the adverse effects 
of animal fats. 

The latest theory is that ar- 
teriosclerosis stems from a de- 
ficiency of the unsaturated fats. 
Apparently we are eating more 
animal fat than needed and less 
of the vegetable variety. 

Because of these changes in 
ideas, most physicians are non- 
commital on the subject. It is 
the hottest question in medicine, 
and from the amount and inten- 
sity of the research going on, 
the right answers should come 
within the next few years.

Mickey Mantle beat out a hit ‘to short, and city editor Howell 
Jones rushed in to ask, ‘“‘Who was that?’’ He was joking. Yankee 
fan Jones would recognize a Yankee on the other side of Stone 
Mountain. The Americans scored two runs, but everyone missed it. 
They were looking at a picture of a bathing beauty sitting in a 
pond. 

After three hitless innings, Bunning made his exit, and Celes- 
tine Sibley, the woman’s page columnist, made her entrance. 
‘Is that Lou Gerhig playing first base?’’ she asked. The answer 
was no. “‘This is baseball, isn’t it?’’ 

Leo Aikman, editorial page humorist, entered. “Lefty 
Grove pitching?’’ No, Billy Pierce. ‘“‘Well, I once saw Babe 
Ruth point to the stands, then hit a home run there.” How 
time flies, eh, Leo?

And there was Mel Allen in the television booth, a Yan- 
kee sportscaster.
